lation ; bat being moo of position, Ood save 
tho mark I we are bowed down wiih 
the knowledge that they are sulfoi- 
ing tho usual penalties of nmbiiiuua 
raoitality. Thoy have oiilered into 
the little game uf pipo-olay ve>■:^us people ; 
faava, no doubt, ere this, ordered the volun- 
teers into reodiness, and oalled upon Hor 
Majesty's men of war to dol'end, agaiust 
popular assomption, that impregnable fort- 
ress kuown as tho Church Keoorvo.

We do not know, 
nor do we oaro, how His Kxcellency got 
missd up in ibis trust dead mess ; but we 
are afraid it will prove one of those blocks 
over which bo will undoubtedly stumble 
and " break his shiaa." The public of 
Vancouver Island aro a very different clu«s 
of people from what His Excollency and 
" His Lordship of Columbia" think ; and it 
is just possible they may yet have an oppor- 
tunity of teaching these distinguished indivi- 
duals a few unpalatable but at the same time 
wholesome lessons. It is quite as easy to 
have a bishop disgraced or a Govoruor re- 
called as it is to knock down a fence, ami 
we fool satisfied that if the pooplo are driven 
to it they will inako m littlo " bones" of the 
one as if thoy havo of the other.
